On March 22,1999,you forwarded a copy of Clifton Mining Company's Plan of Operation
(POO) wherein you stated in your letter they were going to construct an 8.18 acre mill facility to conduct
milling activities on the Cactus Millsite. Based on the information in the POO, which stated the mill
would be confined to an area of 5 acres or less we have determined that the millsite is not going to
exceed the five acre thresh hold of a small mining notice at this time. If the operator anticipates

expanding beyond this acreage, they are to notiff the BLM and this Division promptly. At that time the

operator will have to submit aLarge Mining Notice of Intention (LMO). A LMO could take up to six
months to a year to approve. Therefore, the Division will suspend review of this POO at this time.

Please forward information on plans to us as soon as you receive it so we can review the items

concurrently with the BLM as they come in.
